Every one 
knows Hawtrey’s laugh. It is a sort of 
concentrated and restrained essence of hu- 
morous appreciation. He does not guffaw. 
He laughs inwardly. ‘Restrained laughter 
is peculiar to Englishmen,” explains Mr. 
Hawtrey. ‘I suppose that is why Ameri- 
cans say we have no sense of humor. 
There are some raconteurs who think you 
are dull unles# you show all your gold 
fillings.”’ ;

His Experience With

“No, I've not definitely settled upon any 
new play. I have several under considera- 
tion. That reminds me of a good story. 

I was -within 
reasonable distance of giving Bernard 
Shaw’s play, ‘You Never Can Tell,’ its 
first production in London. Cyril Maude 
of the Haymarket had had the play under 
consideration, but gave it up, and then 
Shaw told me the piece was at liberty and 
that he would read it to me if I liked. I 
was delighted at the chance. He’s an aw- 
fully clever chap. Well, Shaw came. He 
began by saying: 

“ ‘Some days I think this play is a mas- 
terpiece and other days I think it is abso- 
lute rubbish. Today I feel that it is rub- 
bish, and I would rather not read it.’ 

“I persuaded him to’ proceed. 
perfectly delightful piece, and full of 
humor. Arnold Daly has captured New 
York with it. When he had finished read- 
ing. the play we talked over conditions, 
and, while I agreed to some, I refused 
others.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 15.—Prest- 
dent Roosevelt and members of his party 
who have been spending the greaetr part 
of two days in New York City, arrived 
}here at 7:30 o’clock this morning. 

The President looked the picture of 
health and ‘not at all fatigued by his 
active round of festivities in New York. 
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7 NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Inside Liberty 
Cafe they had a great time last night, with 

President Roosevelt as guest of honor. 

in the streets outside Liberty Cafe the 
people were treated to a magnified old- 
home scene, for seldom, even in St. Peters- 
burg, and probably never in Budapest, was 
Czar or King surrounded with as many 
mounted and foot policeman, detectives 
and secret service men., Likewise, seldom 
had spectators been forced to obey police- 
mado laws more autocratically. 

The wide street was as free as the frigid 
air during the afternoon. An everchang- 
ing crowd filled it, gazed at the decorations 
and discussed in nineteen different lan- 
guages the importance of the event. 

Six o'clock came and with it came the 
-polce—some hundreds of them—afoot and 
on horseback. , 

Gen. Trepoff, who rules St. Petersburg, 
should have been there to learn how to 
clean streets of peaceful people without 
using bullets or whips. A squad of mount- 
ed police formed across East Houston 
street and First street and started east. 
While their horses pranced and drifted 
sidewise the riders kept shouting: ‘‘Move 
en! Move on!”’ 

At the samé time bodies of policemen on 
foot formed across First and East Hous- 
ton streets at Avenue A and stemmed the 
streams of pegple. Other bedies of po- 
licemen marched east along tha sidewalks, 
keeping step with the men orm horseback, 
and shooing omcrew ead of them.,. . 

The people kept in & huynor, although 
they recognized: that they were to be dis- 
appointed, that they were not to catch as 
much as a glimpse of “Teddy,” as most 
of the newer generation called the Presi- 
dent. ; 


Police Carried Sticks. 


The crowd sometimes lagged a little. The 
mounted policemen spurred their horses on- 
to the sidewalks. Two mounted policemen 
carried slender sticks, not much. bigger 
than twigs. Threatening to strike with 
these the mounted policemen Kept yelling, 
‘‘Move on out of here; get out of here.’’ It 
was instructive to nofice that only gray- 
haired men and women shrank from these 
twigs. Younger persons laughed as the po- 
licemen snapped them. 

In 20 minutes East Houston street was 
cleared for four blocks, from Avenue A to 
Clinton street. At the limits lines of police- 
men were drawn, and no:one could enter 
these limits without a apecial pass issued 
by Commissioner McAdoo or without an in- 
vitation to the dinner. 

Women, children ant men begged the po- 
lice in every tongue of eastern Europe to 
let them pass through. “Go around the 
block,” was the inexorable answer. Many 
vowed they lived directly opposite “Little 
Hungary,’ and once in awhile the police 
escorted from the barriers one whose home 
was temporarily barred. 

At 7 o'clock only policemen and a score 
of newspaper men were on the sidewalks 
inside the lines. No citizen could take one 
step from a door or hallway. A shopkeep- 
er started across East Houston street to 
“get a cigar,’ he explained. Two police- 
oo seized him ‘and hurled him into his 
shup. 

It was 7:25 p. m. when e band, that had 
been permitted to remain at Avenue B and 
First street, filled the freezing air with 
“The Star Spangled Banner,.’’ A roar went 
up from the crowd around the band; the 
President was approaching. 

As if some one touched a key all those at 
windows of all the houses around felt the 
same electric thrill. Every window was 
raised and every human being in them be- 
gan to cheer. Most of them waved flags 
or handkerchiefs. Many took heart to climb 
out on the fire escapes from which the po- 
lice stationed there had driven. them, 

Cheers grew immensely in volume as the 
President's carriage was driven rapidly to- 
ward the canopy before the cafe door, with 
his guard of mounted police surrounding it, 
and detectives and secret service men fol- 
lowing it in other carriages. 

When inside the cafe and while the din- 
ner was in free swing Benjamin presen: a 
young man with long, black hair, brushed 
back from his forehead, and with a pale, 
studious face, was observed making an at- 
tempt to attract the President's attention. 
Secret Service Officer Klinke spotted him 
in a second and, dropping his napkin, ran 
around to the front of the table and threw 
his arms around the young man. Then, ap- 
parently carelessly, but with great firmness 
he led him to the rear end of the room. 
Taussig was very angry and greatly ex- 
cited. He expostulated with great earnest- 
ness, but .Klinke was insistent that he 
should not again approach the President.

NOT THE SPIRIT OF PEACE. 

When Chief Justice Marshall rendered a decision not to the 
liking of President Jackson, “Old Hickory” remarked: “John 
Marshall has made his ruling, now let him enforce it.” 
President Roosevelt has sent a similar challenge to the Sen- 
ate on the arbitration treaties. The Senate has amended the 
treaties, but cannot put them into effect, and the President has 
tossed them into a pigeonhole. 

No one doubts the right and power of the Senate to amend 
or reject a treaty proposed by the President, nor does anyone 
doubt the right and power of the President to refuse to put into! 
effect a treaty amended by the Senate. Both must consent to 
a treaty and co-operate in making it a law. 

When the President sent the arbitration treaties to the Sen- 
ate to be approved, he admitted ‘its power and his own power- 
lessness without its co-operation. Why the Senate’s jealous 
guarding of powers that are not called in question? if the 
President wants to handle subsequent arbitration agreements 
with other nations he seeks to do so only with the Senate's 
consent. Cannot the President find some better way of deal- 
ing with the Senate on a subject of such importance as that 
embodied in the, arbitration treaties than by spitting on its 
amendments ? 

Should mere stubbornness-and pride of official prerogative 
be permitted to stand in the way of a great step forward in 
the progress of international arbitration? This is not the 
spirit in’ which the official representatives of the American 
people, who aspire to the leadership of the world’s peace move- 
ment, should approach the task of assuring peace for the
